Mr. Eprror.:—I wish to occupy a 
brief space in the columns of your paper 
for the purpose of conversing with the 
“wise men’ of Winchester. Gentlemen, 
I wish to call your attention to a bless- 
sing which the Lord has held out for sever- 
al years which you appear not to notir 
The dumb animals passing through 
Winchester as well as other towns, have 
suffered much for the want of a good 
watering place. A few rods nort 
Marshal Symmes, Jr.'s, residence, is a 
beautiful pool of water, which I think 
must be fouror five feet higher than tie 
bed of the brook south of his house. 
My plan is this, to put a pipe into this 
pool and carry it along the highway 
into this brook south of his house. 
When it comes to the bed of the brook, 
put in a trough, the top two feet higher 
than the ground the animals shall stand 
on, and not less than one hundred feet in 
length, as much longer as you like. 
Now, Gentlemen, sometimes cheap 
article is better than a dear one. Let 
this trough be made of two planks, 


one 


sixteen inches, and the other eighteen 
inches wide, and have it rest on stones 
with a notch cut in them nine inches 


deep, for the trough to rest in. In_all 
probability they will have to buy of Mr. 
Symmes farther back than the highway 
claims. I wish to have the ground from 
the trough to the highway graded so 
that teams can pass with as much safety 
as on our own highways. There will be 
no pumping, only tu turn a cock and let 
it into the trough at any time and all the 
surplus of water can run off intoa brook 
where water has ran in all probability 
since the beginning of the world, and 
harms nobody. One advantage is, a 
woman driving can water her horse in 
safety at such a station, By having this 
trough one hundred feet long, forty 
cattle can drink at once™@®™ And if rightly 
graded certainly eight horses with ¢ 
riages can water at once. If Mr. Symmes 
family are as fond of cattle as Lam, what 
enjoyment to sce all manner of cattle 
and horses quenching their thirst at this 
beautiful water. This is not a station 
down in a mud hole, where you have got 
to hiteh your horse to pull cattle ont of 
it, but it is on the top of a hill not more 
than one mile from tide water, but as 
near as I can guess eighty-five feet above 
the tide water. JHlere is neither pump 
nor man required to use it. Now gentle- 
men, don’t defer this blessing, but 
hold and use il.

The Batile Field of Woerth. 


From a careful study of official 
graphical maps, and other equal 
cellent sources of information, we are 
able to present the following description 
of the locality of the battle fought Fri 
day and urday, between the Prussian 
Crown Prince and Marshal MeMahon, 
near Woerth, The Prussian force ad- 
vancing from the direction of Wissem 
bourg and Lauterbourg, through the 
more or less broken country between the 
foot of the Vosges mountains and the 
creat forest of Haguenau, encountered 
the French under Me Mahon near Woerth, 
a little town having about 1100 inhabi- 
tants, situated near the junction of the 
Sauerback and Salizback streams, at the 
point where the valley, opening out from 
the mountain region, spreads out be- 
tween some vine-cavered hills which 
stand in beautiful and fertile plains. 
Across this valley and to the west of the 
town of Woerth runs a little stream, be-

hind which is rising ground on which 
the French could advantageously post 
their artillery. Directly west of 
Woerth the main road leads to Reich- 
shotfen, about three miles distant, a 


manufacturing place of considerable im- 
portance, having the largest and most

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A Practical Sermon, 
BY REV. K. N. VASSER 


EXT 1 will Advertize Numbers, 24: 14 


If anything was required to establish 
the antiquity, and, as a consequence, the 
respectability of advertising, these words 
f the text would be chosen. The Rev 
Ebenezer Balaam was a clergyman of 
the established church, who ministered 
to a rural congregation in the happy land 
of Canaan three thousand three hundred 
and twenty-two years ago. Let us ex- 
amine for a moment the canses which led 
this good old pastor to make the resolve 
mentioned in Our text. His parish was 
located in the country, and his people 
were subject to the jealousies common to 
1community where every one knows the 
business of the other. Internal dissen- 
sions he was occasionally called on to 
quell, but at the time we are considering 

new and unexpected diffleulty had 
ivisen; this time the danger was from 
without, It seems that an Israelitish 
business firm had made a contract to 
take a number of brickmakers from the 
State of Egypt, where the population 


was overcrowded, into the more thinly 


settled districts on the other side of 


Jordan. Great excitement immediately 
sprang up relative to this influx of cheap 
labor from a neighboring State. Ba- 
luam’s congregation was bitterly opposed 
to this new form of immigration, and de- 
sired him to preach against it Ine of 
his wealthiest parishioners personally 
made him a very lucrative offer in the 
hope of inducing him to denounce the 
movement. But without success, Un- 
doubtedly he believed that the land was 
big enouch for all who might come Al- 
though the immigrants had lived on 
inanna and other such light diet during 
their passage, it Was by no means certain 
that in their new home they would at 
tempt to live on less Wholesome food than 
the citizens were accustomed to. Hk 
irvued that they were tractable people, 
could easily be taught the language, and 
would doubtless conform to the manners 
and customs of the land. He positively 
refused to Oppose the movement, and 
even predicted its success. ILis people 
would not be convinced of the wisdom of 
his views, and finally declined to listen 
to his teachings. Although he was set- 
tled for life, and therefore could not be 


dismissed, he could not but be annoyed 


at the loss of his congregation, Resolv- 
ing that he would till his church in some 
way, he finally hit upon a happy expedi- 
ent, Which not only had the desired effect, 
but at the same time made his name 
immortal. He said, “I will advertise 

It would be a pleasant thing could we 
know how he advertised—whether he 
posted bills allover the fences and dead 
Walls; or whether he posted little boys 
ind decrepit old men on the corners of

if we make a similar determination our 
success will be as certain; that if we de 
sire riches, honor, respectability and 
power, we must advertise. No man 
lighteth a candle and putteth it under a 
bushel, and ye who would be men, so 
taken and accepted among your fellows, 
must let your light so shine that the 
world may know that you wish, and then 
t will help you, to be rich. To do this 
you have only to resolve, as did Balaam,

enrolling each perwou on the list for pay- 
ment, aud all, from the youngest infant 
to the oldest adult receive the same sum, 
ind then the paying out to the heads of 
cach family in’ alphabetical order, con 
sumes several more days. As this was 
atine opportunity to see the different 
grades of the nation, we determined 
lo aecept the polite invitation of the 
gent to spend a day at the camping 
rrouud, aasured that it would be per 
fectly safe, as a company of soldiers 
from the nearest fort would be in at 
tendance to guard against disorderly 
conduct, Which might arise from a too 
free use of that bane of the poor Indian, 
Whiskey. ‘The day appointed for the ex 
cursion proved one of the loveliest that 
the first of June ever gives Whik 
the morning air was still cool, and the 
dew sparkled on the grass, our party 
were in the saddle, with the pleasing an 
ticipation of an exhilarating ride ot 
twelve or thirteen miles.
